various concerned Departments of the Government, a 
National Flap oi Action on Nutrition was developed and re^ 
leased in April, 1995 to serve as a framework fotr institu¬ 
tionalising the Nutrition Policy. Tlii* comprehensive docu¬ 
ment identifies the role of as many as 14 concerned sectors 
of the Government considered important fyr the/r contribu¬ 
tion towards achieving the goals of the Nutrition policy. 

An Inter-Ministerial Coqrdlnation Committee was consti¬ 
tuted in the Department in November, 1993, under the chair¬ 
manship of Secretary, Department of Women and Child De¬ 
velopment, to ovemee and review the implementation of nut¬ 
rition intervention moafitues in the country- and al«o the 
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adequacy of nutritional considerations In the sectoral plans 
of action of the related l>epartments. It has membership of 
Secretaries of 13 concerned sectors; Member-Secretary, Fan¬ 
ning Commission; Director General, TCMR; Director, NIN; 
Director, CFTRfr Mysore; and the Chief Executive Officer, 
NSSO.

Th° baric 
reaniremrnts for inter-sectoral collaboration foe nutrition pro¬ 
motion include recognition of malnutrition consol and nut¬ 
rition promotion by riaph concerned sector as its responsibi¬ 
lity. adoption of nutrition promolion a* ah important area of 
sectoral programming, and guidance for implementation of 
nutrition com no nenfs bv concerned <^r,tors. Further, the 
inter-sect oral bodv can function effectively onlv when it has 
iho capacity to sensitize the concerned sectors towards the 
need for action for nutrition promotion with proper sunnort 
Tind assistance. A continued support to sector for devriop- 
ing and imoVnienting nutrition oriented sectoral! activities is 
needed, This support roile haw to h* plaved by the nodal 
Department of Women and Child Development for Imple¬ 
mentation of the National!

Tn order to rrive the necessary thrust to the implementation 
the National Nutrition Policv, it baft there feme, been decid¬ 
ed to establish a Foodi land Nutrition Council in the Depart¬ 
ment of Women and Chifcl Development by amalgamating 
the existing Food and Nutrition Board and the Tntcr-mimate¬ 
rial Coordination Committee on Nutrition Policv in order that 
Jt could pay exclusive attention to the various connected prob¬ 
lems of malnnt ition and provide support Innd aasi^apeg for 
implementation of nutrition oriented scc'jral programmes. 


n. Role and rerponribilities of the Food and Nutrition 

Council 

The National Nutrition Policy basically aim; nt ensuring 
optimum nutrition for all individuals in the country. Maximis¬ 
ing the positive nutritional impacts of development policies 
of the concerned sectors crin significantly contribute to imp- 
rt-ying nutritiona 1 status of thr peopfe. The Food and Nut¬ 
rition Council will provide a forum through which the diffe¬ 
rent sectors of the Government will ensure the fulfilment of 
those objectives within a set time frame. The Council will 
advise the Government and undertake, aicL promote and co¬ 
ordinate activities in regjard 1o ihe following so that all sec¬ 
toral efforts converge towards the common him of elimination 
of malnutrition and ensuring optimum nutrition for all :— 

(i) Situation a 1 analysis of food and nutrition situation 
in the country providing a clear understanding of 
' the’ magnitude of the problem of mil nutrition in a 
disaggregated manner, 

(il? Advocacy, sensitisation and capacity building of the 
concerned sectors regarding their role in malnutrition 
control and nutrition promotion; 

fiii) Review, nVonitnrin* and evaluation of sectoral strate¬ 
gics and programmes; 

(iv) Development of Nutrition Surveillance System 

based on simple indicators for use by concerned 
sector? and ov^rviewing the impact of policy meas¬ 
ures on the nutritional status of the population; 

(v) Creation of nutritional awareness at all levels 

through nutrition education and training, mass 

media coirnnnniontion and maw awareness • cam¬ 
paigns' in regional languages throughout India; 

(vi) Him illation of micronjitripn* malnutrition in diffe¬ 
rent nnre croups ad opt inn a holistic approach which 
is multidimensional and multisectoral, 

(vii) Review of new interventions for nutrition Improve^ 
meat of the population like food fortification/ 
enrichment before it» Adoption at the national 
level; 

(viii) Identification of specific areas in which nutrition 
research could be encouraged; 

(ix) Measures for ensuring household food security, 
improved food ciuaTty and safety, safe water supply 
and environmental sanitation. 

(x) Such other matters’ ns the Council may consider 
necessary, incidental or conducive to the attainment 
of above objects.

IV, Status and Powers of the Council 

The Food and Nutrition Council will be a non-statutory 
high powered committee and will exercise such powers as 
mav be delegated to it. by the Department of Women and 
Child Development, Ministry of Human Resource Develop¬ 
ment, with regard to financial, administrative and other 
matters.

The Joint Secretary (NNP) will be the Member Secretary 
erf the Council and will be assisted by an Administrative 
Officer and such other staff as may be found necessary. 

VL Transaction of Business 

The Food and Nutrition Council would normally meet 
once or twic^ a year. The Council will discuss and resolve 
the technical issues and nutritional aspects of all the plans 

and strategies, 

In exerdse of its functions, the Council shall be subject 
to such directions and instructions as Government may issue 
from time to time and Government may require its prior 
approval to be obtained in respect of such matters as it may 
specify from time to time, 

VII* Decisions and orders of the Council 

The Council'* decisions, orders, sanctions, instructions etc., 
s shall be communicated under the signatures of the Member 
Secretary of tho Council or any other officer of the Depart¬ 
ment duly nominated for this purpose 


vm* Budget 

The expenditure on various activities of the Council, on 
participation of Members in its meetings will be met under 
the Plan Scheme viz,,’ ‘Implementation of National Nutrition 
Policy* ^which will form a part of tho total budget of the 
Food and Nutrition Board of the Department of Women and 
Child Development. 


IX. Tenure 

The tenure of the Council will fat three years with effect 
frorfi-the date of publication of this Resolution in the 
GazetCe>
